HEALY COMMISSION 
ON GRADUATE STUDIES 


On May 21, 1974 the Canada Council 
announced the composition and terms of 
reference of a Commission of Enquiry into 
the state of graduate studies in the humanities 
and social sciences (see FOLIO, February 21 
and June 13, 1974). Every year the Canada 


Council spends about $18,000,000 in support 


of research and graduate studies in these 
fields and has decided to find out what all the 
money is producing. 

The Commission is composed of DENIS 
HEALY, Principal of Bishop’s University 
(Chairman); LEON DION, Laval University; and 
BLAIR NEATBY, Carleton University. The terms 
of reference of the Commission are as follows: 

To enquire into and report upon the nature 
and objectives of Canadian graduate studies in 
the humanities and social sciences and, without 
limiting this general aim, to examine in 
particular the trends and patterns cf such 
graduate studies in recent years, and to make

an assessment of future needs and prospects in 
the light of: (a) the expectations of graduate 
students; (b) the relationship of graduate 
studies to the development of Canadian 
universities and to advanced research; and (c) 
the employment opportunities for students 
completing programs of graduate work in the 
humanities and social sciences. 

In order to get hard data on which to base 
its report, the Healy Commission has decided to 
create a number of task forces. These are 
located at the Universities of British Columbia, 
Alberta, Toronto, York, Queens, Montreal, 
Laval, and Dalhousie. Each task force is to 
report on the state of affairs in its own 
university and is not asked to cover the 
province or region. On advice of the 
Commission, The University of Alberta Task 
Force has been so constituted as to encompass 
a broad range of studies. The members are: 
JOHN FORSTER, Associate Dean of Graduate 
Studies and Research and Professor of 
Sociology; w.D. GAINER, Associate Dean of 
Arts and Professor of Economics; MARION 
JENKINSON, Professor of Elementary Education; 
J.R. NURSALL, Professor and Chairman of 
Zoology; JOHN TERFLOTH, Professor of Drama; 
and E.J.H. GREENE, Professor of Romance 
Languages (Chairman). Secretary to the task 
force is MRS. LOUISE GADS. 

In the next two months, members of the 
task force will be consulting widely with 
department chairmen, chairmen of 
departmental graduate study committees, 
graduate students, and individuals concerned 
with graduate studies in the humanities and 
social sciences. The task force will be happy to 
hear from any person who has something to 
tell it.
